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Town pubs close in preparation 
for 130-strong EDL ‘march'

The English Defence League 
marched through Northampton on 
Saturday in a 130 strong demonstra¬ 
tion against the death of Drummer 
Lee Rigby. 

The event passed off peacefully as 
the EDL made their way down 
Abington Street to the All Saints war 
memorial without chanting and 
brandishing placards. 

A counter demonstration under the 
banner Hope Not Hate was waiting 
for them at the entrance to the Market 
Square where people protesting 
against the march turned their backs 
on it. 

The anti-march group was con¬ 
cerned that the EDL could be using 
the death of Lee Rigby as an opportu¬ 
nity to push their own political views. 

All three of the town’s JD 
Wetherspoons were closed during the 
march. 

Wetherspoon spokesman 
Eddie Gershon said: “ All 
three Wetherspoon pubs 
in Northampton 

remained closed until 
4pm on Saturday. 

“A decision was made 
by the area and general 
manager covering the 
pubs and fully backed by 
the company. 


“It was felt that this was the right 
decision due to tensions in 
Northampton over the march and the 
safety of customers and staff in our 
pubs.” 

The EDL held a brief meeting at the 
war memorial during which a speech 
was made. 

The member who refused to be 
named said: “They are telling us we 
are in the way. 

“In the way of what? 

“Working classes have been side¬ 
lined. 

“We have no political representation 
whatsoever. 

“Every time we try to represent we 
have people like that wailing that we 
are Nazis.” 

The group laid flowers and then dis¬ 
persed. 

Rushden resident Chris Bailey 25, 
said: “We came to show our respects 
and it has been peaceful.” 

A woman who did not want to be 
named said: “I am here to show 
my disgust of the EDL who 
are using the murder as an 
invitation to hate.” 

Steve White, Far Cotton, 
said: “I’m here putting a 
message against hatred. 

“The EDL are trying to 
use this to their political 
advantage and trying to 
divide the working class.”

Officers from South 
Northamptonshire 
Council attended the 
site after a possible bat 
sighting was reported. 

Further investigation 
found no evidence of bat 
activity but did uncover 
a nesting mallard duck 
near to a wall that was 
earmarked for demoli¬ 
tion. 

In two other buildings 
two separate bird nests, 
complete with eggs, 
were discovered in the 
rafters of the buildings 
that were also due to be 
knocked down. 

Cllr Rupert Fordham 
said: “Work around the 
nesting sites has been 
suspended to protect 
the duck, the birds and 
their broods.” 

The arrival of the 
duckings and birds is 
expected within the next 
couple of weeks. Once 
they have fledged their 
nests work will once 
again continue. 

Work on the first phase 
of Moat Lane is due for 
completion in 2014.

DR WHO star Matt Smith is set to leave 
the popular television series and to 
take ‘Hollywood' roles on the big 
screen. 

Matt, who grew up in Northampton, 
has already begun filming in Detroit 
for his new movie with hollywood actor 
Ryan Gosling, HowTo Catch a Monster. 

Matt has starred in the title role since 
2010 and will officially leave the show 
at the end of this year after the 50th 
anniversary in November and ‘regener¬ 
ating’ in the Christmas special. 

Matt Smith said: “Doctor Who has 
been the most brilliant experience for 
me as an actor and a bloke. 

“The fans of Doctor Who around the 
world are unlike any other; they dress 
up, shout louder, know more about the 
history of the show (and speculate 
more about the future of the show) in a 
way that I’ve never seen before, your 
dedication is truly remarkable. 

“It’s been an honour to play this part, 
to follow the legacy of brilliant actors, 
and helm the TARDIS for a spell with 
‘the ginger, the nose and the impossible 


one’. But when ya gotta go, ya gotta go 
and Trenzalore calls.” 

Lead writer and executive producer 
Steven Moffat said: “Every day, on 
every episode, in every set of rushes, 
Matt Smith surprised me: the way he’d 
turn a line, or spin on his heels, or make 
something funny, or out of nowhere 
make me cry, I just never knew what 
was coming next. The Doctor can be 
clown and hero, often at the same time, 
and Matt rose to both challenges. 

“And even better than that, given the 
pressures of this extraordinary show, 
he is one of the nicest and hardest- 
working people I have ever had the 
privilege of knowing. 

“Whatever we threw at him - some¬ 
times literally - his behaviour was 
always worthy of the Doctor. 

“But great actors always know when 
it’s time for the curtain call, so this 
Christmas prepare for your hearts to 
break, as we say bye to number Eleven. 

“Of course, this isn’t the end of the 
story, because now the search begins. 

“Somewhere out there right now - all 
unknowing, just going about their 
business - is someone who’s about to 


become the Doctor. A life is going to 
change, and Doctor Who will be born 
all over again!” 

Having starred alongside three differ¬ 
ent companions, Amy Pond (Karen 
Gillan), Rory Williams (Arthur Darvill) 
and most recently Clara Oswald (Jenna 
Coleman), Matt’s Doctor has fought 
Daleks and Cybermen. 


All kinds of speculation about who 
might replace him is already under way 
with options as wide ranging as Helen 
Mirren and Stephen Mangan. 

Matt’s spectacular exit is yet to be 
revealed and will be kept tightly under 
wraps. He will return to BBC One 
screens in the 50th anniversary epi¬ 
sode on November 23.

A COUNCILLOR has

At the recent coun¬ 
ty council elections, 
three UKIP council¬ 
lors were elected. 

Cllr Mennell is the 
first councillor for 
UKIP at the 
Guildhall. 

She said: “I have 
been unhappy for a 
long time in the 
Labour group, which 
is, in my opinion in 
disarray and disrup¬ 


tion in the group over 
management.” 

She added: “I did 
not feel appreciated 
in a party under the 
whip that did not 
enable me to make a 
difference or to 
change. 

“There is a domi¬ 
nant male leadership 
and I did not want to 
be part of it. 

“I do not have an 


axe to grind with 
Labour. I would say I 
am a great gain for 
UKIP. 

“Cllr Wire is now 
two councillors 
down and if you 
watch this space I 
can guarantee there 
will be more people 
leaving in the next 
year.

Cllr Mennell added 
that she had received 
no negative feedback 
from her Kingsley 
constituents since 
her decision to leave 
Labour.

Tourist bar brawl 
killer locked up

A MAN who killed a father- 
of-one in a brutal attack 
while on holiday in Majorca 
has been jailed for six years. 

Thomas Swannell, 46, of 
Wellingborough Road, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty 
to the murder of Gary Vigors, 
from Essex, before a Palma 
court last Wednesday. 

The court heard how scaf¬ 
folding company owner 
Swannell threatened shocked 
onlookers and friends of the 
41-year-old victim who bled 
to death outside a Magaluf 
bar within minutes of the 
brutal broken bottle attack in 
March 2011. 

Swannell was on the 
Spanish island on a pre-sea- 
son cricket tour with Finedon 
Dolben Cricket Club, as his 
company was a sponsor of 
the team. 


The court was told how 
Swannell approached Mr 
Vigors after he exchanged 
glances with a woman in the 
resort’s Punta Ballena. 

He whispered in his ear 
then smashed a bottle and, 
before the victim could react, 
slashed him in the neck. 

Swannell put Mr Vigors in a 
headlock and stabbed him 
twice more in the head and 
face with the jagged glass. 

Separated by staff and cus¬ 
tomers Swannell left the bar 
followed by Mr Vigors who 
stumbled out bleeding heav¬ 
ily- 

Outside Swannell knocked 
his victim to the ground with 
a punch to the face before 
kicking him several times. 

As a crowd gathered 
Swannell shouted: “Come on, 
do you want the same?” 
before staggering away. 

He was arrested shortly 


after. 

Paramedics at the scene 
were unable to save Mr 
Vigors. 

He suffered a ‘cataclysmic 
hemorrhage’ from a deep 
neck wound the court heard. 

Swannell, who has been 
held on remand since the 
murder, was to be tried by a 
jury last Monday but accept¬ 
ed a plea bargain agreement 
which saw prosecutors down¬ 
grade a request for a 14-year 
sentence. 

The two years he had aready 
served will be deducted from 
his sentence. 

Prosecutors agreed to 
Swannell’s six-year sentence 
based on his drunken state 
during the fatal assault. 

Swannell also agreed to pay 
costs of £122,000 to Mr Vigor’s 
four-year-old daughter and 
£14,500 to the parents of the 
deceased.

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Rider rescued by 
Air Ambulance

THE Air Ambulance can 
reach places other rescuers 
can’t as Amy Bletsoe-Brown 
found out after a riding acci¬ 
dent earlier this year. 

Amy said: “We were in a very 
rural area of the Naseby coun¬ 
tryside when we came to a 
large wood, which you had to 
jump a rail fence to get into. 
Directly after the fence was a 
large wooden gate left open 
only a metre or so, which 
meant after landing you had 
to slow right down. 

“Foxy jumped the fence 
beautifully, but afterwards 
she chose to maintain speed 
and crash straight through 
the wooden gate. 

“The pain was absolutely 
horrendous. I couldn’t move 
my left at all and I soon start¬ 
ed get very cold as well as 
upset. 

“Thankfully help was soon 
on the way, in the form of the 
Air Ambulance. 

“The crew were absolutely 
fantastic’ they instantly put 
me at ease with their friendli¬ 
ness. 

“They gave me some mor¬ 
phine to help with the incred¬ 
ible pain I was in and splinted 
my injured leg. 

“They then flew me to 


University Hospital Coventry 
and Warwickshire where I 
underwent various X-rays. 

“Thankfully I hadn’t broken 
my leg, but I had suffered 
severe bruising and had a 
blood clot at the back of my 
knee. 

“I was on crutches for a 
month but I’m now up and 
about again, and want to say a 
huge thank you to the Air 
Ambulance crew who came to 
my rescue that day.” 


The Herald & Post will be 
leading the fundraising effort 
for the Air Ambulance in its 
tenth year this year.

ALMOST £14 million of 
investment has been 
attracted to kickstart the 
county’s economy since 
Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Partnership was 
set up two years ago.

AT LEAST if the 2013/14 Heineken 
Cup proves to be the last which 
English clubs compete in, then the 
one good thing to come out of it for 
Northampton Saints will be they 
no longer have to face Castres 
Olympique again. 

Yesterday’s draw for next season’s 
edition of European rugby’s pre¬ 
mier club competition - the long¬ 
term future of which is still up in 
the air amid wrangling over the 
format - saw the Saints drawn 
against the French outfit for the 
fourth season in a row. 

As if that was not enough, they 
were also put in Pool One alongside 
Irish giant Leinster, who beat 
Northampton in the 2011 final at 
Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium, and 
Welsh regional powerhouse 
Ospreys. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder, 
in his own understated way, 
described it as “a very tough draw” 
for his side, who will be looking to 
reach the quarter finals after two 
years of group stage exits. 

“All six of the matches will be 
tough challenges, but we will be 
looking forward to all of them and 
trying our hardest to get into the 
knockout stages,” said Mallinder. 

“Leinster have proved time and 
again over the past few years that 
they are one of the top teams in 
European rugby, with plenty of 
strength in depth and the ability to 
play well in the biggest occasions. 

“The Ospreys are another top 
team who have won the Pro 12 
twice in the last four years. They 
have five British Lions in their 
squad and plenty more Welsh 


internationals, and Anglo-Welsh 
clashes in the Heineken Cup are 
always hard-fought. 

“Meanwhile we know that Castres 
will be as tough as they come. In 
previous years they have been a 
difficult team to play, and they will 
go into next season full of confi¬ 
dence after beating both Clermont 
Auvergne and Toulon on the way to 
winning the Top 14 title.” 

Last Saturday’s 19-14 win over 
reigning Heineken Cup kings 
Toulon at the Stade de France saw 
Castres clinch their first French 
championship for 20 years, 


although they have yet to win at 
Franklin’s Gardens in their three 
previous games there. 

The meetings with Leinster will 
bring back memories of 2011, where 
Northampton were 40 minutes 
away from lifting the trophy before 
a Johnny Sexton-inspired come¬ 
back saw the Irish side rally from 16 
points down to triumph 33-22. 

Sexton has left to join Racing 
Metro, along with Saints props 
Soane Tonga’uiha and Brian 
Mujati, but is being replaced by 
Newcastle Falcons fly half Jimmy 
Gopperth. 


The three-times Heineken Cup 
winners added a third RaboDirect 
Pro 12 title to their trophy cabinet, 
while the Saints will get an early 
look at their Pool One opponents 
when they meet in a pre-season 
friendly in Dublin on August 30. 

Swansea-based Ospreys have 
won the Pro 12 twice in the past 
four years and provided a third of 
the Wales team which won this 
year’s Six Nations. If Northampton 
are to qualify from the pool, they 
will need to summon more of the 
spirit which saw them reach the 
2013 Aviva Premiership final.

Organised by the Island Sailing 
Club and dubbed ‘Britain’s favour¬ 
ite yacht race’, the crew made the 
most of perfect sailing conditions 
to cross the line in 9hrs 23mins 
59secs, finishing 12th overall in 
their class.

“We’re in a 21-footer, one of the

Cardoza: Cut is no 
cause for concern

DAVID Cardoza does not believe a cut in the 
wage bill at Northampton Town will adversely 
affect their competitiveness on the field as the 
amount spent will still be amongst League Two’s 
top seven budgets. 

The Cobblers chairman is keen to cut the 
amount spent on the playing side after going over 
budget in 2012/13, but at the same time is wary of 
not being able to give manager Aidy Boothroyd 
the funds necessary to build a side capable of 
challenging for promotion. 

However, the departure of high wage earners 
Adebayo Akinfenwa, Jake Robinson and fringe 
player Paul Turnbull after their contracts expired 
offset some of those cuts, and Cardoza does not 
anticipate it being a handicap. 

“We’ve spent far too much this season,” he said. 
“Thankfully we got to the play-off final and got 
some money back, but not as much as people 
think. You don’t make that much money from 
these games, but it’s money that we didn’t have. 

“It sort of pays back what we have spent, give or 
take, so next season it will be less but it won’t be 
very noticeable because we were carrying two or 
three big earners that weren’t playing anyway. 

“It won’t be noticeable to the fans - if anything, 
they’ll look at one or two of our signings and 
think they’re really exciting.” 

Boothroyd’s predecessor, Gary Johnson, was 
allowed to spend heavily during his ill-fated nine- 
month spell in charge. Then when Boothroyd 
took over he too was given funds to work with in 
his battle to steer the club away from the League 
Two relegation zone. 

The current Northampton manager’s philoso¬ 
phy has been for a small squad, supplemented 
with loan signings as cover, but high on quality 
rather than having a large number of players to 
pick from and try to keep happy. 

Few would question this approach as 
Boothroyd’s first full season in charge at Sixfields 
saw him steer the Cobblers to a play-off final 
appearance. Cardoza also still has promotion to 
League One as the target. 

“Going forward, of course we want to get pro¬ 
moted, but we won’t be spending to the level we 
did last season because it’s a risk,” said Cardoza. 
“Had we not made the play-offs, you don’t know 
where these things will go, if our gates had 
dropped and everything else.

Weve got to be careful and weve got to be 
responsible. We’re a big club for League Two, so 
we’ll always have a top seven wage bill, roughly, 
and that’s what we’ll have next season as a mini¬ 
mum.” 

Cardoza expects another four or five players to 
join the club before the start of next season, but 
although he likes to know who Boothroyd is tar¬ 
geting he leaves all the final decisions on person¬ 
nel to the Town boss. 

Of the out-of-contract players, Kelvin Langmead 
and Lee Collins have already signed deals. Ben 
Harding, Luke Guttridge, Nathan Cameron, Roy 
O’Donovan and Ben Tozer are yet to agree to new 


terms, but Cardoza is optimistic all five will soon 
put pen to paper and, at present, none of them 
have been given a deadline. 

Aside from the 3-0 defeat to Bradford City at 
Wembley, the Cobblers chief was delighted with 
how the 2012/13 campaign went for Northampton 
after struggling in previous seasons. 

“It’s just a shame it was so near yet so far,” he 
said. 

“We were 90 minutes away from promotion, a 
couple of weeks before we were in the top three 
and if we had consolidated we would have gone 
up automatically. We were very close, but just not 
quite there at the end.” 


Mallya top three aim for Force India century 


FORMULA ONE 


DR VIJAY Mallya is targeting Sahara 
Force India’s one hundredth Grand 
Prix for a return to the podium as the 
Silverstone-based team head to 
Canada for this weekend’s round of 
the Formula One World Championship. 

Indian billionaire Mallya took over 
the Spyker team six years ago and 
Sunday’s Canadian Grand Prix in 
Montreal will mark a century of races 
since they made their debut as Force 
India in 2008. 


The team have made an impressive 
start to the 2013 season, sitting fifth 
in the Constructors’ Championship 
after six races after Adrian Sutil and 
Paul di Resta finished fifth and ninth 
last time out in Monaco. 

The boss now expects one of them 
to be amongst the top three finishers 
for the first time since Giancarlo 
Fisichella’s second place in Belgium 
five years ago. 

“The race in Monaco showed the 
sheer class of our two drivers, and 
probably helped silence some critics

“I think we are now knocking on the 
door of our first podium finish since 
2009, and it’s time to do that all- 
important step. 

“Montreal would be a great place to 
do so - it is a track that favours over¬ 
taking and our car has shown the 
race pace to finish among the leaders, 


so everything is possible.” 

British racer di Resta has scored 
points in all but one of the races so 
far this season, although he has yet to 
finish in the top ten in his previous 
two outings around the Circuit Gilles 
Villeneuve. But he sees good reason 
for that to change this weekend after 
such a positive opening to the 2013 
season. 

“We’ve been competitive on every 
track this year and that’s a credit to 
the team, so we expect to be at our 
usual level once again,” said di Resta.
